Little hope is seen by Congress- 
man Harry R. Sheppard of PWA 
funds alloted for construc- 
tion of the Upland city hall or of 
any other PWA project in the 
county. : 

“The PWA has been closed,” he 
said yesterday.

It is very noticeable that events at this time are very similar 
to those preceding the World war. Before we got into that af- 
fair there were numerous pictures—many of them said to have 
been faked—tending to show German cruelties. Also the news- 
papers and magazines were filled with stories of almost un- 
believable atrocities. Whether they were true or not, people 
believed them—and gradually the idea spread that this coun- 
try should get into the affair and do something about it. We| 
went into that ‘‘war to end wars’’—but we didn’t end them, 
for there has been war practically every minute since then. ! 
And now there is more war—and more talk of war—than at 
any other time since the close of the World war. At this time 
the newspapers and magazines are again full of horrible pic- 
tures and stories relative to the atrocities in China—and re- 
membering, as we do, similar things about twenty years ago 
we cannot help wondering how many of them are true. There 
may be those who are of the opinion this country should try 
to keep the rest of the world straight—protect the weaker 
countries from the advances of the strong nations—but our 
efforts in that direction in the World war have not resulted in 
the nations we helped becoming any more friendly toward us; 
in fact, they are not only refusing to pay Uncle Sam any of 
the vast amount they owe him, but they are accusing us of 
being a nation of Shylocks because we demand it be paid back. 
Thus, looking backward to the late war we believe the people 
of this country are decidedly averse to getting into that mix- 
up between Japan and China—or with any other countries. 
We have a real job on our hands here at home in getting the 
country out of the terrible mess we are in because we meddled 
with other nations’ affairs twenty years ago.

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Much is heard in these days—as in days past—about the 
proper bringing up of children.

We do have a dental chair and a 
rather full equipment for extrac- 


tions and fillings here at the hos-} who 


pital. The dental work done at 
the county charity hospital is on 
the samt basis as the medical 
work. The members of both the 
dental and medical - societies do- 
nate their services and receive no 
pay whatever, not even so much 
as a transportation allowance. We 
have been able to do a great many 
necessary extractions and a rea- 
sonable number of amalgam fill- 
ings. However, the more expens- 
ive gold work has been beyond our 
budget limitations. Even more so 
have we been unable to do any 
corrective dentistry. This is a 
highly developed specialty. Such 
@ specialist could not give the 
needed time from his office for this 
type of work. 

‘This corrective dentistry is 
both a long and expensive process. 
It requires from two to five years, 
depending upon the amount of de- 
formity and the age of the child. 
However, there is scarcely any 
type of corrective work which 
means more to the individual. An 
unsightly and often times embar- 
rassing defect is corrected. The 
child’s general health ard resist- 
ance to infectious diseases is us- 
ually greatly built up. There is 
further an extremely worth while 
raental reaction. To be relieved > 
the deformity and made less con- | 
spicuous and more like one’s fel-| 
low students increases the child’s 
self confidence.

Citrus Money Goes 
To Labor, Expenses 








Califsrnia citrus~ crops bring 
about 100 million dollars new 
money into the state each year, 
most of which is spent in Califor- 
nia, F. F. Heyenfeldt, manager of 
the Growers Servxice department, 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, said. 

He traced the growth of the 
industry from a 5,000 car crop 
in 1898 when the Exchange was 
organized to cope with “over-pro- 
duction”, to the 100,000 car crop 
of 1936. 

That labor receives considera- 
bly more than the grower out vf 
every dollar the consumer spends 
for citrus fruits was shown by 
figures given by Heyenfeldt. Dur- 
ing the 1936 season the growers 
spent 30 million dollars directly 
for grove and packing house la- 
bor and at least half the 40 mil- 
lion dollar freight ill went to 
labor; also a substantial part of 
another 30 million spent for or- 
chard and packing house sup- 
plies.

Q—When slowing in traffic is it 
necessary to give a hand signal? 

A—yYes, and also when speed is 
suddenly decreased. 


Q—How wide must a vehicle be} — 


before a mechanical arm signal is 
to be installed? 

A—When the body of a vehicle 
or the body or load on any vehicle 
in a combination of vehicles prc- 
jects 32 inches or more to the left 
of the center of the steering wheel. 

Q—How many persons are per- 
mitted to ride on the front seat 
of a passenger vehicle? 

A—The law specifies no definite 
number of passengers. It provides 
that no person shall drive a vehicle 
when it is-so loaded or when there 
are in the front_seat such number 
of persons as to obstruct the view 
of the driver to the front or sides 
of the vehicle or as to interfere 
with the driver’s control over the 
driving mechanism. 

Q—I notice school boys, espec- 
ially, riding on cars, hanging onto 
the sides and draping themselves 
along the front fenders. Cannot 
this practice be stopped? 

A—A section now has been add- 
ed to the vehicle code providing 
that no person shall ride on any 
vehicle upon any portion .thereof 
not designed or intended for the 
use of passengers. Exception is 
made to care for employees engag- 
ed in discharge of duties or to per- 
sons riding. inside vehicle - bodies 
in space intended for merchandise.
